It was scarcely to be Imagined, however, 
that anything was wrong, for had not Dr. 
Griffin himself said, in reply to the in- 
quiry made after the unfortunate occur- 
rences on Saturday,that the bureau was *‘i 
a sound financia: condition, 

and busimess would vontinue as heretofore? 
Yea, verily! 

Perhaps the Doctor was ill—met with an 
accident—anything at all rather than think 
he had—well, elongated the truth to such an 
extent that it was not capable of perception. 
After some trouble, the reasen for the de- 
serted appearance of the bureau was dis- 
covered. The gentleman who gave the in- 
formation threw a somewhat aifferent light 
on the business tran by the bureau 
than did Dr. Griffin, and forced the conclu- 

sion that when it was asserted that the 
financial . condition the bureau was 
sound, it was simp ni a—weli,* just the 
opposite ot the truth. The Doctor has had a 
playful habit of gaining the «¢quaintance of 
moneyed men, and by sweet persnasion pro- 
curing the transfer of their money from the 
bank into whatever business he happened 
at the time to be interested.

‘The statement of the geptiewsan by whose 
action the doors of the buregm were closed, 
yesterday morning, is of inasmuch 
as he is one of Dr. Griffis’W latest victims.

a foothold. The first case arrived here 
about three weeke ago since then 
others have diseovered.

No yellow flags have 
yet been displayed, but the Mayor will see 
that they are placed in front of the houses 
today and special police guards will .be sta- 
tioned at any house in which a patient is 
confined. he Mayor was seen night 
by a TIMES reporter, and stated that he has 
no fears of ar epidemic if the Council will 
only give up its impracticable notions and 
appoint an active young physician, who is 
not afraid to properly attend to smal!pox 
patients, as Health Officer.
